Longtime resident Grippi dies

Mr. Grippi, longtime fireman in Sierra Madre, 
died following a heart attack Tuesday morning at 
Methodist Hospital. He was at Scott Aviation, 
where he had been employed for 46 years, when 
he became ill and was transported to the hospital 
w here he died. 

Eli Steeley, personnel director at Scott Avia¬ 
tion, said of Mr. Grippi, “He was a fixture 
here, a very, very dedicated employee. He was 
also our historian.” 

Mr. Grippi was ballistics technician at the Si¬ 
erra Madre plant. He was born Dec. 21, 1913, 


Stating she was raised in a town “just 
like Sierra Madre,” Jeanette Griffith explains, 
“Living in Sierra Madre is just like coming 
home.” Home for her was the town of Pal¬ 
myra, N.J. 

That is the main reason Griffith spends 
many hours volunteering for all sorts of anony¬ 
mous jobs around town.

Why does she volunteer so much, many 
times for organizations she hardly knows? 
“Because Sierra Madre has been home since 
the first time 1 left New Jersey 22 years ago. 
And I’ve only lived in Sierra Madre for six 
years. When I decided to leave New Jersey, 
I waited for the July 4th activities to con¬ 
clude. Th^y had a parade, fireworks, every¬ 
thing. And I got on the road to come west 
July 7.” First she went to the San Diego 
area, then migrated to Sierra Madre. 

Griffith is active in the Sierra Madre Rose 
Float Association, the only club she belongs 
to in Sierra Madre.

Safety agency 
seeks public opinion 

Los Angeles Area Child Passenger 
Safety Association (LAACPSA) has 
learned that their petition to National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA) to require installation of shoulder/ 
lap belts in outboard rear seating positions 
in passenger vehicles sold in the United 
States has been opened to comment. 

The petition of March, 1986, was 
prompted by the death of a Northern Cali¬ 
fornia child using a lap belt and was sup¬ 
ported subsequently by the August 1986 
recommendation of the National Trans¬ 
portation Safety Board (NTSB). 

The public has expressed confusion 
about the best way to transport rear 
seat'occupants until a final conclusion 
is reached on this issue. LAACPSA re¬ 
commends use of safety seats for chil¬ 
dren until they are both 4 years and over 
40 lbs.; the use of safety boosters with 
upper body restraint for children 4 to 10 
years old and 40 • 65 lbs.; and installation 
of rear saat shoulder/lap belts, using the 
reinforced location mandated since 1968. 

' To avoid ejection from the vehicle, use 
available lap belts if none of the steps 
listed above are possible. 

New motorcyclist 
safety program 

The California Highway Patrol an¬ 
nounced a major new motorcycle safety 
program this month, keyed to the ob¬ 
jective of “reducing the tragic rate of 
motorcycle injuries and fatalities,” said 
Commissioner Jane E. Smith. 

Smith’s words came at a CHP Aca¬ 
demy press conference where he described 
a “tw ofold, flftd b io train motorg]tf;lipjp in 
ffli 'ikiiitui ara safe operation of their 
motorcycles, and to increase the general 
driving public awareness of motorcycles 
and the causes of motorcycle accidents.” 

The campaign is funded by $2 from 
each new and renewed motorcycle regis¬ 
tration in California, as authorized by leg¬ 
islation (AB412, Doris Allen, Cypress) 
which created the program. “This is the 
first time that a major California traffic 
safety effort has been directly financed 
by the user group which will benefit,” 
Smith said.

Inflation has been celled the burglar of 
the world, because it steals from us all, ruth¬ 
lessly reducing the value of our money day 
after day, year after year. Right now there 
is a pretty lively argument going on between 
the experts who think we are going into another 
round of inflation and those who see the re¬ 
cent jump in prices as only temporary. 

Well, you pays your money (after infla¬ 
tion) and you takes your choice: today a 
dollar buys about 1/3 what that same buck 
bought 20 years ago. For example, $30 now 
buys the same pile of groceries that $10 
got in 1967. In cars, gas and some other 
necessities the story is much worse: a nice 
$4000 auto is now about 20 grand, many 
protest. 

Even though inflation has not been much 
in the news we are now suffering about 
5 percent yearly, which is supposed to be 
low. In two years that’s 10 percent less the 
dollar buys. When the rate jumped up to 
7 or so, that means your moola buys 14 
percent less in 24 months. Even less if you 
want imports, because the jump in value of 
foreign currencies makes that Toyota or BMW 
much pricier here. 

How do you stop this ceaseless fiscal 
bleeding? There are some classic tricks: borrow 
money at fixed rates, so that the money 
you pay back is worth less than the money 
you borrowed (in deflationary times, when 
money values rise, pay cash). If you are 
checking out a new set of wheels, check the 
resale of the make: some brands, mostly 
due to inflation, are worth roughly as much 
when three years old as the car’s priced new. 
But when your pal brags that he sold his 
car for what he paid three or four years 
ago, be a buddy and don’t remind him that 
today’s spondulix are worth at least 15-20 
percent less.

Physicians ask about diabetes during the 
work-up of new patients. Millions of people 
have it, and they are joined by many thou¬ 
sands of newly diagnosed diabetics every year. 

One of the leading causes of blindness 
in America is a condition called diabetic 
retinopathy — pathology of the retina caused 
by diabetes. (Remember that the retina is 
the postage-stamped-sized area in the back 
of the eye where images are focused and 
transplanted by some mysterious photochem¬ 
ical process into messages the brain converts 
to sight.) 

Nearly 70 percent of diabetics whose 
disease is more than 10 years old will have 
minor or major vision loss. It is important 
that diabetics monitor the health of their 
eyes closely, and that an ophthalmologist 
be included as a member of their health care 
teams. 

Diabetes is difficult to manage, and patients 
must work closely with their doctors to con¬ 
trol high blood pressure and any other med¬ 
ical conditions that aggravate the diabetes. 
Control of these factors may extend the period 
of unimpaired vision. 

One of the early signs of vision pro¬ 
blems for diabetics is a “dimming” of vi¬ 
sion during the day, a temporary condition 
linked directly to blood sugar levels. Ele¬ 
vated blood sugar levels seem to “trigger” 
the vision-threatening consequences of diabetes.

On the 
averi^e day this youthful looking woman an¬ 
swers incoming calls and files emergency 
medical systems reports. She is also respon¬ 
sible to respond to any ambulance assistance 
calls. Trained as an emergency medical tech¬ 
nician, Leas has done ambulance work since 
1979. 

"When 1 receive a call 1 always wonder 
what I’m going to find. But I have found that 
no matter what the situation is it's only after 
the call that I can really sit down and think, 
and say ‘wow’! 

"In every situation I have to watch my¬ 
self and make sure to keep cool," Leas says. 
It is extremely important to even watch what 
she says to her colleagues. "When I receive a 
call I think to myself, ‘what do I need to do in 
order to correct this problem.’ I try to look 
at the patient as a machine so I do not let my¬ 
self get caught up in how gory the situation 
is.’’ 

Leas says she learned this technique from 
her first EMT class at Monterey Penninsula 
College. 

Originally from Carmel-by-the-Sea, Leas 
moved to Sierra Madre in 1979. She had 
learned about the city’s fire department through 
some of its members she has met while at¬ 
tending California State Firemen’s Association 
events.

Reichardt stated, "The intent of the ordinance is 
for the Cultural Heritage Commission to have a 
chance to talk with ownm of the (landmark) 
buildings who wish to tear them down (»- remodel.’’ 

Jay Whitcraft described the town’s historic 
character as "something precious" and Arthur Ar- 
tinian, chairman of the Homeownm and Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, noted that Dr. Stanton’s home 
(anoth«^ historic laiulmark) is in his neighbor¬ 
hood and "the whole street has taken more pride; 
it is a definite asset." 

Lee Cline wants to "maintain the heritage of 
the city"; Jennie Kistner is "very much for the 
ordinance" and Margaret Buckner noted that Sierra 
Madre School was saved from destruction years 
ago. 

Judy Young, Shirley Rosenkranz, Midge Mor- 
ash and Phyllis Bennet spoke fondly of living in 
Sierra Madre where there is a mix of old and new 
architecture. 

Councilmembers voted unanimously to place 
it on second reading by title only and wait until the 
next meeting (July 28) for final adoption. 

If it passes, the ordinance establishes the pur¬ 
pose, duties and membership of the Cultural Heri¬ 
tage Commission. It also provides the framework 
for the establishment of a certified local govern¬ 
ment historic preservation program, a landmark 
register and various landmark districts. 

The pos«bility of drafting a city-wide tree 
preservation ordinance, suggested by City Council¬ 
man Oem Bartolai, breezed past handily as did 
the request of a public hearing for the rate in¬ 
crease request of Western Waste Industries. The rate 
increase is for 7 percent, requested because the 
County Sanitation District has increased dump 
fees from $7 per ton to $9.S0 per ton. The public 
hearing is set for July 28. 

Irene Jackson and Mrs. Frank Kuchenski im¬ 
plored the council to see that the landscaping in 
the assessment district of Fane Street/Windwood 
Lane be brought back to life and maintained prop¬ 
erly. They reported that the parkway is dead weeds 
and that the sprinkler system does not work much 
of the time. 

Councilwomaii Lisa Fowler moved for adop¬ 
tion of Resolution 87-22 to levy an assessment of 
S23.61 per parcel and to see that not only is the 
landscaping maintained but that it be put back into 
proper shape, as Councilman Clem Bartolai sug¬ 
gested. 

Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan said, "And if the 
money (for planting, sprinklers and maintenance) 
runs short, we’ll add to it for next year by adding 
to the assessment." 

* Both MajfdT 1^0 Tern Sam Simpson and Coun¬ 
cilman Bruce Crow complained about the city 
budget deHcit when the Sierra Madre Fire Dept, 
brought before the council their request for $1188.38 
for a cellular phone to be installed in the new 
command vehicle that has just arrived. Those coun- 
cilmen also voted against the outlay; however, it 
passed, 3 to 2. 

Crow also suggested not purchasing a new 
copy machine for city hall and the other members 
agreed with him. 

Concerning budget problems. Crow suggested 
study sessions for Tuesday, July 21, and Wednes¬ 
day, July 29, both from 5 to 7 p.m. The others 
agreed. 

In other business. Councilman Bartolai noted 
that Cablevision had not provided a basic security 
system as was written into the cable franchise in 
1982. Cable Manager Joe Biolsi explained that the 
cable company was not in that business, that resi¬ 
dents could find a less expensive system. 

Bartolai said, "Maybe we could negotiate out 
the basic security system for something else.” 

Julia M. Gottesman was appointed to the 
Sierra Madre Beautification Committee by Mayor 
Buchan with assent from the rest of the council.

The values for 250 
utility firms were set 
i by Conway Collis, chair¬ 


man; Ernest J. Dronen- 
burg Jr., vice chairman; 
members William M. 
Bennett and Paul Car¬ 
penter; and State Con¬ 
troller Gray Davis. 

If the values adopted 
this month are sustained 
when the board makes 
its final determinations 
after hearing appeals 


from some companies, 
these firms will pay ap¬ 
proximately $700 million 
in local property taxes 
during the 1987-88 tax 
year. 

The 250 firms ap¬ 
praised by the board 
own more than percent 
of all property in the 
state subject to local pro¬ 


perty taxation. Their to¬ 
tal value is exceeded by 
the rolls of only four 
California counties. 
Utility properties include 
the holdings of railroad, 
telephone, telegraph, gas 
and electric companies, 
intercounty pipelines, 
flumes, canals, ditches 
and aqueducts. »

Everyone who works 
in Social Security-covered 
employment — and that 
means almost everyone — 
should keep his or her 
records up-to-date. This 
means reporting changes 
in circumstances that 
could affect the person’s 
eligibility for, or the 
amount of. Social Secur¬ 
ity payments. Among the 
changes that should be 
reported is a change in 
name. 

Many newly married 
women continue to use 
their maiden names at 
their places of employ¬ 
ment. A woman who in¬ 
tends to use her married 
name, however, should 
report the change to any 
Social Security office and 
apply for a new Social 
Security card. The new 
card with the same num¬ 
ber but with a new name 
is usually issued within 
2 weeks. 


To effect a change in 
name, a newly married 
woman can use the ori¬ 
ginal or a certified copy 
of her marriage certifi¬ 
cate, showing both her old 
and new names. If she 
is foreign born, she will 
also need proof of United 
States citizenship or cur¬ 
rent alien status. 

Social Security makes 
no charge for a name 
to be changed on its 
record. Some firms ad¬ 
vertise that they will pro¬ 
vide this service for a 
fee; however. Social Se¬ 
curity offers this ser¬ 
vice — as it does all 
other services — free of 
charge. 

The process can be 
started simply by phon¬ 
ing our Social Security 
office. The telephone 
numbers are (818) 247- 
7100 (toll-free from Pas¬ 
adena) and (818) 575- 
7%3 (toll-free from other 
cities in the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley).

Have you ever walked into a room where 
people were laughing and immediately sus¬ 
pected that they were snickering at you. Many 
of us have experiences like this. It can happen 
on occasions when things are not going well 
and we blame ourselves, times when we feel 
insecure and low in self-esteem. 

At these moments we are particularly 
vulnerable to criticism. And this is especially 
so if we see ourselves as looking foolish or 
inane. Sometimes we project these feelings 
onto others and come to believe that people 
see us the way we momentarily see our¬ 
selves. We tend to find ridicule in the 
slightest gesture during these sensitive periods. 

The tragedy for some in these situations 
is that they act on their suspicions, i.e., 
behave as though people really were laughing 
at them. Their behavior can range from acting 
aloof and disinterested in others to leaving 
the room in a sulking manner or even to 
outright violence. 

At minimum, their conduct seems odd 
to the others in the room whose mirth was 
really about something else. The others may 
even begin to laugh at the strange actions 
they are witnessing. Unfortunately, this serves 
to support the original suspicion and adds to 
the individual’s feeling of inadequacy. 

When you know you have a tendency 
to think this way you can more readily 
modify your thoughts. To help yourself, focus 
on your positive attributes. Think about the 
qualities that you admire in yourself or the 
characteristics that others have told you 
they like about you. Doing this can build 
self-esteem and may reverse the process that 
probably got you down in the first place. And 
don’t try to read people’s minds. At these vul¬ 
nerable moments your judgments about other 
peoples’ thoughts are more likely to be in¬ 
accurate. Sometimes our perceptions are in¬ 
fluenced by our beliefs or mental state. In 
other words, we see what we expect to see. 
We are capable of making sound and per¬ 
suasive cases for almost anything and can 
sincerely convince ourselves of the most ab¬ 
surd notions.
